NOTE: The argument regarding Vuong not teaching a plurality of filters relates to the rationale set forth in claim 10, where 
each station in Vuong provide a capability {or wager software) to assess when a particular metric is reached, leading to a 
alert: hence has evidenced a test implicating a plurality of values filtering functions, each associated with a metric threshold. 
The argument does not seem to show how Vuong's teaching when combined with Crado would teach away from each 
endeavors of Vuong and Crado. Argument that Vuong fails to determine comparing a value against a range does not take 
into effect the interpretation that assessing whether a threshold is reached would be similar to comparing a given value to a 
range thereof. Argument that "alarm point" was not taught in Vuong appears to add additional limitation into the claim 
language. Regarding the tester's filter that defines a range, both Crado and Vuong teach a capability to determine whether 
a value has reached a threshold, such capabilty being founded on rules based on range and a threshold not to exceed. 
The language of 'defining a range' is deemed fulfilled by that capabiltv. The Amendments as proposed would not simplify 
effect of a Appeal; hence would only complicate the state of the prosecution; hence will not be entered especially when the 
outstanding Office Action does not seem to be overcome by the above arguments . (See 37 CFR 1.116 and 41.33(a)).
